Defeat Of Reynolds' Bid 
For Justice Dept. Post 
Hopeful Sign For Blacks 

The civil rights movement gain- 
ed its biggest Capitol Hill victory 
when the White House conceded 
that it didn't have the resources 
to force the Senate confirmation 
of William Bradford Reynolds as 
the associate attorney general of 
the Justice Department. The post 
is the department's third highest. 

Reynolds, the architect of the 
civil rights retreat, earlier had 
been rejected by the Senate com- 
mittee as the associate attorney 
general. The committee not only 
refused to support him but also 
declined to send his name to the 
GOP-dominated body with a nega- 
tive recommendation. 

White House aides, after the de- 
feat, then sought to bypass the 
committee by encouraging mem- 
bers of their Senate majority to 
bring the Reynolds nomination to 



jobs and leisure time, Rep. John 
Conyers (D., Mich.) introduced 
legislation on Capitol Hill for the 
shorter work week. 

Conyers said, "It is an idea 
whose time has come," pointing 
out that the gap between econom- 
ic revival and employment recov- 
ery continues to widen with each 
subsequent recession. He stressed 
that the human and economic 
costs of unemployment are stag- 
gering, considering impaired 
physical and mental health, crime 
increase, alcoholism, suicide, drug 
abuse, child abuse, and other so- 
cial ills that afflict societies with 
high unemployment 



the floor. Senate Majority Leader, 
Sen. Robert Dole (R., Kan.), ad- 
vised the White House that he 
could not deliver the GOP majori- 
ty in behalf of Reynolds and the 
effort was abandoned. 

The turnback is the final blow to 
Reagan administration efforts to 
downplay civil rights, and well 
could usher in a year of improved 
race relations. Twenty-two GOP 
senators who seek re-election 
next year are desirous of develop- 
ing a better stance with minori- 
ties and women voters. 

The continuing presence of Rey- 
nolds as chief of the Justice Civil 
Rights division also is in jeopardy. 
When the National Bar Associa- 
tion invited Edwin Meese, III, as 
a speaker for its Chicago con- 
ference, he suggested Reynolds, a 
choice that was rejected by con- 
ference planners. Said a GOP ap- 
pointee, "Reynolds' days in Wash- 
ington are numbered.

Voter Project Denied 
Funds, Lays Off Staff 

A major region wide voting reg- 
istration and education project in 
the South is in a financial bind 
now that its staunchest supporter 
has decided not to fund the pro- 
gram this year. 

The Field Foundation has an- 
nounced that it will no longer fund 
the Voter Education Project, 
which has registered more than 
four million Blacks in the South. 
The decision has forced the VEP 
to temporarily lay off its 13- 
member staff. 

A Field Foundation spokesman 
said the organization decided "not 
to fund them in principle because 
their priorities are wrong." 

The philanthropic organization 
criticized the VEP in a July, 1984 
report for not giving enough of its 



funds to local voter registration 
groups. Said Ruby Martin of the 
Field Foundation, "The main 
problem we have with the VEP is 
that too much of the money we 
donate stays in Atlanta." 

Nyerere Ends Term As 
African Unity Group Head 

President Julius Nyerere of 
Tanzania recently ended his term 
as chairman of the Organization of 
African Unity with an appeal for 
genuine solidarity among the na- 
tions of the debt-ridden, drought- 
stricken continent.

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Liberia Breaks Soviet Ties; 
Ghana Denies Spy Charges 

Liberia announced recently that 
it was cutting off all diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union 
after arresting 14 students who 
the government said had given 
military secrets to Soviet 
diplomats in Liberia. 

The country's Foreign Ministry 
said Liberian officials arrested 
the students who had visited the 
Soviet Embassy and "were in- 
volved in passing on to the 
Soviets classified information on 
various military installations in 
Liberia and the defense capabili- 
ties of the military." 

Meanwhile the Ghanaian gov- 
ernment has denied that its secur- 
ity agents ever sought informa- 
tion from American Central Intel- 
ligence Agency employee, Sharon 
M. Scranage, the 29-year-old 
woman who was arrested recent- 
ly by the Federal Bureau of In- 



vestigation and charged with dis- 
closing information about agency 
operations in Ghana to represent- 
atives of Ghana's government 
(Jet July 29). 

Houston Doctor Kills 
Son, Charged With Murder 

A prominent Houston doctor 
was recently charged with fatally 
shooting his son after the two 
spent an evening drinking, police 
said. 

Dr. James H. Pendleton Jr., 56, 
was arrested and charged with 
murder after he allegedly shot his 
son James H. Pendleton III, 35. 
Police said the two had been 
drinking at the doctor's home 
when the physician allegedly shot 
his son in the back and chest with 
a .38 revolver. Dr. Pendleton was 
freed on $10,000 bond. A trial is 
pending further investigation by 
the Harris County District Attor- 
ney's Office.

South African Blacks 
Boycott White Shops 

Thousands of Blacks in areas 
near Port Elizabeth, South Africa 
have begun a boycott of white-run 
stores that is to last until Sept. 15, 
according to a N.Y. Times report. 

To enforce the boycott, that was 
spearheaded by South African la- 
bor unions and other bodies to 
press various demands including 
a freeze on the prices of basic 
goods, some persons on the first 
few days were searching home- 
bound cars and destroying any 
goods bought in white shops. 

White civic officials have called 
the impact of the boycott "desper- 
ately urgent." 

Meanwhile there were numer- 
ous clashes reported in Black 
townships near Johannesburg in a 
flare of anti-apartheid demonstra- 
tions. Police fired birdshot, rub- 
ber bullets and tear gas to break 
up crowds of Blacks who were 
stoning patrol cars and houses in 
a Soweto township. 

Apartheid Protest Held In 
Kenya During U.N. Confab 

A large group of demonstrators 
protesting apartheid, South Afri- 
ca's legalized racial segregation 
system, recently held a rally out- 
side Nairobi University in Kenya 
during the U.N. women's confer- 
ence held in the city. 

Protestors gathered at the uni- 
versity after police refused to al- 
low them to march through down- 
town Nairobi. The protestors 
were led in song by Black nation- 
alists from the African National 
Congress.

Crusader Leads Cons To 
Rehab Their Chapel At 
Lorton Prison In Virginia 

Bernice Brent Slaughter, noted 
music accompanist, who retired a 
decade ago because of a heart ail- 
ment, spearheaded a drive to 
raise $27,000 and rebuild a 150- 
seat chapel at the Lorton Correc- 
tional Complex in Virginia. 

Mrs. Slaughter, who once work- 
ed with opera pioneer Marian 
Anderson, volunteered an hour a 
week to teach a choir at the 
Washington, D.C.-operated pris- 
on. But when she saw the horrible 
condition of the place where the 
men were forced to worship, she 
expanded her volunteering. Not 
only did she begin a citywide 
speaking mission among churches 
and civic groups but she and her 
husband transported much of the 
building materials to the prison. 

Her sacrifice so inspired the in- 
mates that they agreed to do the 
labor. They built a new ceiling, 



refinished the walls, installed new 
carpeting, pews, a choir stand, a 
new piano and organ. They also 
did the landscaping and installed 
an outdoor fountain. 

Lutheran Church Ordains 
1st & 2nd Black Females 

In less than one month of each 
other the Revs. Maria-Alma 
Rainey Copeland and Laura D. 
Griffin made history in the 
American Lutheran Church by 
becoming the first and second 
Black women respectively to be 
ordained in the denomination. 

Rev. Copeland was ordained 
June 30 -making her the first 
Black female pastor in the 
American Lutheran Church, and 
Rev. Griffin was ordained July 
21 -making her the second. 

Rev. Copeland has been named 
the pastor of the Fellowship 
Church in Jacksonville, Fla., 
while in Forestville, Md., Rev. 
Griffin is the associate pastor at 
Bethany Lutheran Church. 
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Women Only 4th Of Church; 

More Church-Goers In '83 

Women may want to increase 
their power in the church but, if 
power can be found in numbers 
the ladies may be in for a tough 
fight since the new edition of the 
Yearbook of American and Cana- 
dian Churches shows women 
making up only a little more than 
a fourth of the seminaries of 
American and Canadian churches. 

In other church news, the most 
recent figures from a study of 219 
religious bodies in the U.S. by the 
National Council of Churches 
show a slight increase in church 
membership in 1983. The Church- 
es' collective membership was 
140,816,385 -reflecting a growth 
of 1,213,326, which paralleled the 
1983 U.S. population increase.

Minister Found Guilty 
Of Assaulting Members 

A Superior Court jury in Tren- 
ton, N.J., declared the founder 
and self-ordained bishop of the 
Christian Alliance Holiness 
Church guilty of beating and sex- 
ually assaulting members of his 
church in three states to keep 
them under control. 

The jury of six women and six 
men found Reverend Wilbert 
Thomas Sr., 55, guilty of 18 of the 
22 counts against him -including 
atrocious assault and battery, 
assault with a dangerous weapon, 
sexual assault and aggravated 
sexual contact and lewdness. 

Witnesses at the trial, that 
lasted two-weeks, said they had 
been forced to strip for whippings 
with belts and tree limbs. One 
parishioner claimed sexual as- 



sault. 

After six hours of deliberations, 
the jury upheld the prosecution 
that alleged Thomas used sex, 
degradation and violence to con- 
trol his flock.

School-Age Children Face 
An Epidemic Of Pinworms 

Children going back to school in 
the fall will face an epidemic of 
pin worm, a highly contagious dis- 
ease common in children between 
the ages of 5-10 that causes sleep- 
lessness, irritability and fatigue. 

In Florida's Gadsden County 
alone, health officials recently dis- 
covered that 90 percent of ele- 
mentary school children suffered 
from pinworms or intestinal 
worms. Experts estimate 4.5 mil- 
lion children in the country have 
the disease, outnumbering the 
number of cases of measles, chick- 
en pox, mumps, rubella, and 
whooping cough combined. Signs 
of the disease, which can be 
treated very easily, is anal itching 
during the nighttime and listless- 
ness and irritability caused by 
lack of sleep. 

Child-Support Evasion: 
Only Half Of Dads Pay 

Despite 1984 child-support leg- 
islation, millions of fathers in the 
U.S. who no longer live with their 
children are still not meeting legal 
child-support obligations, accord- 
ing to the Census Bureau re- 
cently. 

A 1983 survey found that 4 
million women had legal child- 
support orders or voluntary agree- 
ments entitling them to child- 
support payments. Of that num- 
ber, however, only about half, 
2,018,000, of the mothers received 
full payments, while 1,019,000 
received partial payment, and 
958,000 received nothing.

On rainy nights in Georgia, be- 
fore 8-year-old Henry Moore 
climbed into bed for a restful 
sleep, he had to round up buckets, 
pots and pans to catch the rain- 
water that trickled through the 
holes in the roof of his family's 
house. When winter rolled around 
in his hometown of Americus, 
Henry's family members had to 
round up rags to stuff in holes 
before huddling around the heat- 
er in the drafty house. 

Like little Henry, thousands of 
ill-housed people in the U.S. and 
millions around the world go 
through a similar ritual on rainy 
days and nights of rounding up 
pots and pans to catch water that 
drips through leaky roofs. Many 
of these people, on clear days and 
nights, can look up and see the 
sun or moon in the sky and then 
glance down and see the ground 
through the cracks in the floor. 

Habitat for Humanity, a Chris- 
tian housing ministry in which 
former President Jimmy Carter 
has involved himself, his wife and 
his money, is doing something to

change the situation by helping 
poor Blacks build homes. 

Habitat's housing ministry is 
not just helping poor families in 
America. Needy households in 
African countries and Haiti are in- 
cluded among Habitat's 21 proj- 
ects in 11 countries and 64 proj- 
ects in the U.S. being helped with 
the $3.2 million raised for these 85 
building projects. 

Some of the money raised by 
Habitat helped Henry's family 
transform an old ragged house in- 
to a warm, comfortable home 
three years ago. The 11-year-old 
eighth grade student remembers 
the experience and told writer 
Cathy Carothers about it in God's 
Great Rainbows magazine. 

"I didn't like to live there and I 
didn't want anybody to know 
where I lived," Henry said of the 
shame he felt. 'When I heard that 
Habitat was going to help us, I 
felt great!" he exclaimed. "I just 
knew that I had to help, too." 

Henry worked along with adult 
workers to put up siding, lay 
flooring, put in windows and put

top of the house so there would be 
room for everyone in Henry's 
home. 

The youngster was so happy 
that he joined in to help other 
families build homes of their own. 
He also helped in a fund-raising 
effort by walking 140 miles from 
his Americus hometown to Atlan- 
ta. Henry was the only child on 
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the organized walk and personally 
solicited $2,000 to help other fami- 
lies to build new houses or fix up 
their old ones. 

It is chiefly because of people 
like Henry that former President 
Carter decided to get involved in 
Habitat for Humanity, which was 
launched at Koinonia Farm in 
Sumter County, Ga. back in late 
1976 as "a new frontier in Chris- 
tian missions." 

The former Chief Executive of 
the world's most powerful nation 
not only put on work clothes to 
help build homes in Americus, but 
he ventured into the North with 
workers to help fix up and build 
houses. His wife Rosalynn, 
former First Lady, worked at his 
side. She spoke recently at the 
dedication of the first Habitat 
house in Rochester, N.Y. It was 
built for a Black family. During 
the ceremonies attended by 
Mayor Tom Ryan, a Christian Bi- 
ble was presented by Mrs. Carter 
to the new homeowner, Rubin 
Lowery, whose wife Phyllis and 
children stood nearby. 

Last week, on July 27, the Car- 
ters joined a bus load of volunteer 
builders to work on a six-story 
Habitat building on the lower 
East Side of New York City. 

Before boarding the bus, the 
former President had helped or- 
ganize a "Ten Million Dollar Cam- 
paign Committee" to raise an ex- 
tra $10 million in 1985 and 1986. 
He is chairman of the committee 
and his wife has joined him in 
writing letters to people asking 
for support of their campaign. 
Already, these letters have pro- 
duced over $200,000 in gifts. One

Liberian Prince May Lose 
Citizenship; Marriage To 
Transsexual Is Annulled 

A Liberian prince, whose mar- 
riage to an American was the 
basis for his request to become a 
U.S. citizen, found himself facing 
immigration officials in Baltimore. 

Prince M. K. Ofosu-Appiah, a 
28-year-old graduate student at 
Johns Hopkins University, 
discovered that his marriage to 
Delores J. Buchanan was not legal 
in the state of Maryland. Buchan- 
an is a man. 

Baltimore Circuit Court Judge 
Hilary Caplan annulled the mar- 
riage and ruled that, without any 
evidence to the contrary, 
Buchanan was considered a man 
despite a transsexual operation. 
Buchanan failed to show up for 
the hearing and submit to tests 
that she was a woman -physically 
and psychologically. 

The proceedings ended a long 
effort by the prince to end the 
relationship. He told the judge 




that he married his 39-year-old 
wife without having sexual rela- 
tions with her and without having 
seen her completely nude. 

After having his wife refuse him 
sexual relations for several 
months, the prince said that he 
discovered her true sex on a birth 
certificate. His wife's mother then 
told him that Delores J. Buchanan 
has undergone a sex-change 
operation in New York. 

Atty. Samuel Blibaum told the 
press "the annulment effort was 
particularly trying for his client." 
At an earlier hearing, the wife 
showed up, according to the 
lawyer, with "long hair, apparent 
breasts -either through hor- 
mones or padding, slim build and 
large features, though not 
masculine." 

Pending the outcome of the im- 
migration dispute, the prince, 
who came to this country two 
years ago, will remain here.

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Court Nixes Conviction Of 
N.Y. '.22-Caliber Killer' 

The New York Court of Ap- 
peals recently overturned murder 
convictions against the White ".22 
caliber killer" sentenced to life for 
shooting three Black men in the 
Buffalo, N.Y., area in 1980. 

The court ruled 4-2 that the trial 
judge erred when he refused a de- 
fense plea to present new expert 
testimony about Joseph Christo- 
pher's psychological fitness to 
stand trial. The ruling reversed a 
May, 1984 decision by a lower 
state appeals court upholding the 
convictions. 

Christopher was sentenced in 
1982 to 60 years to life in prison 
after he was convicted of killing 
three Black men with a .22 caliber 
sawed off rifle in the Buffalo area 
over a 26-hour period (Jet, June 
14, 1982). 

Christopher has yet to be tried 
in the Niagara County killing of a 
fourth Black man in that same 
period. 

He also still faces charges in the 
killing of a dark-skinned Hispanic 
man and the knifing of a Black 
man in New York City. 



Repressive Policies Aren't 
Working In Prison: Study 

Repressive policies in the na- 
tion's prisons are not working and 
the country's penal system should 
adopt an alternative approach, 
according to a report by the 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee, an organization which 
searches for creative ways to 
challenge war and injustice. 

The report, "The Lessons of 
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D.C. Man Wins $325,000 
For Unjust Imprisonment 

A 36-year-old Washington, D.C. 
man, who spent more than four 
years in prison for a murder that 
he did not commit, was recently 
awarded $325,000 by a District 
Superior Court. 

Bradford G. Brown had been ar- 
rested for the 1974 slaying of a 
man who was reportedly being 
robbed. Brown contended he did 
not commit the murder but a wit- 
ness picked him out of photo- 
graphs and a police line-up. In 
1979 however, authorities learned 
that another man had committed 
the murder. 

Said D.C. Superior Court Judge 
Ricardo M. Urbina of Brown's 
groundbreaking case, 'Tie was in- 
voluntarily and unjustly thrust in- 
to an environment which inflicted 
wounds whose scars he will bear 
for the rest of his life. In the proc- 
ess of his ordeal, (Brown) lost 
several years of his life." 

Brown is believed the first 
awarded money under the Dis- 
trict's Unjust Imprisonment Act.

The results of two studies that 
appeared in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
showed more diaphragm users 
having urinary tract infections 
than users of other types of 
contraceptives. 

New One-Tablet Treatment 
OK d For Yeast Infection 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration recently approved a 
"one tablet" prescription treat- 
ment for yeast infections, a fun- 
gus that often persists because 
many women find treatment too 
time consuming and inconvenient.

Bathtub Drownings Are 
Increasing, Study Finds 

Bathtub drownings are becom- 
ing a growing hazard in the home, 
according to a study by the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control in Atlan- 
ta. The study, indicates on the 
average one person drowns in a 
bathtub each day. 

The researchers reported in the 
American Journal of Public 
Health that the number of people 
who drown in bathtubs is 86 per- 
cent higher than the figure cited 
in 1977 and had also increased 
about 250 percent from the 100 
drownings reported in 1971. 

Though the majority of the vic- 
tims are White, Black males aged 
24 to 60 had significantly higher 
drowning rates than White males. 
The study noted the children 
unattended while bathing are the 
highest risk group.

Ex-NFL Star Carl Eller 
Warns U.S. House Panel 
Of Cocaine Abuse Perils 

Carl Eller, once one of the big- 
gest (in size and ability) defensive 
men to ever play in the NFL, 
testified before a U.S. House 
Select Committee on Narcotics 
Abuse Control in Washington, 
D.C., that at one time in his ca- 
reer nearly all of his $100,000 sal- 
ary went to supporting his co- 
caine habit. 

Eller, a five-time All-Pro 
lineman with the Minnesota Vik- 
ings, retired in 1979 after 15 
years. He joined television actor 
Stacy Keach in telling the House 
group that something serious 
must soon be done to curb the 
growing problems that accom- 
pany cocaine abuse. 

Keach, who spent six months in 
an English prison for possession 
of the drug, said being entrapped 



by cocaine is worse than being in 
jail. 

After listening to their testi- 
mony, and several other speak- 
ers, panel chairman Rep. Charles 
Rangel (D., N.Y.) concluded: "The 
belief that cocaine is the toy of the 
wealthy and well-educated has 
been shattered. Many blue-collar 
workers and young people are 
users today." 

Eller, 43, called himself "lucky" 
in that he was never caught with 
the drug in his possession, and 
added that he became paranoid 
worrying "that people were going 
to know" he had a cocaine 
problem. 

The former football star added 
that like Keach, he started drink- 
ing alcohol in high school and 
dabbled with marijuana after col- 
lege, then moving on to cocaine at 
the midpoint of his career. "Very 
few people will get help on their 
own, he advised.

Pregnant Woman Charged 
With Basketball Theft, 
Files $600,000 Lawsuit 

An Arlington, Va. woman has 
charged in a $600,000 lawsuit that 
a sporting goods store humiliated 
her by mistaking her pregnant 
condition for a shoplifted basket- 
ball. 

Betty Nelson, 33, said she was 
nine months pregnant in 
February when she stopped by 
Irving's sports store in Falls 
Church, Va., to look for exercise 
equipment. According to her 
lawsuit filed in Arlington Circuit 
Court, a cashier told one of the 
store managers that she had 
stolen a basketball and put it 
under her dress. 

Nelson said that she was de- 
tained at the store and had the 
option of opening her dress or go- 
ing to the police station. 

She charged that she was false- 
ly accused of shoplifting and sub- 
jected to "great mental pain and 
suffering, insult, indignities, 
humiliation and serious emotional 
harm." 

She said in an interview, "I had 
to disrobe in front of six male 
security guards and police officers 
in the store. I had to take off my 
jacket, sweater and lift up my 
blouse." Store employees declined 
to comment.
